A TglUS CHIME STORY 



IKE JONES was not a very wise kid, He 
thought he was smart and, somehow got 
the idea that there was money to be 
made in crime.

Had Mike Jones gone after bigger game, he 
doubtless would have been caught long before 
now, but for what "he was getting out of his 
criminal career, he could have saved himself a 
lot of time and effort and worry by getting an 
honest job and making more with perfect safety.
